We  respectfully  submit  this,  our  third  annual  report  to  the 
School  Board  and  citizens  of  the  town  of  Leyden. 

The  data  given  below,  taken  from  the  report  to  the  State,  July 
1,  1923,  may  be  of  interest. 

The  teaching  staff  was  composed  of  six  different  teachers  in 
five  teaching  positions  and  one  superintendent  for  a  part  of  his 
time.  One  teacher  was  a  graduate  of  normal  school,  all  were  gradu- 
ates of  secondary  schools  and  nearly  all  with  special  training  at 
summer  school.

From  the  data  given  you  will  note  that  a  large  number  of 
pupils  finished  the  eighth  grade  last  year.  Nearly  all  of  these  pup- 
ils are  in  high  school  and  doing  good  school  work.  The  number  of 
pupils  in  each  school  is  not  large  and  evenly  divided.  It  seems  as 
though  there  might  be  some  consolidation  of  schools,  if  the  trans- 
portation were  not  so  difficult  and  expensive  in  the  stormy  season. 
The  salaries  are  the  same  as  last  year.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  re- 
tain efficient  teachers  and  secure  good  teachers  to  take  the  place  of 
those  leaving. 
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We  are  raising  the  standards  slightly  each  year.  At  present 
they  are  nearly  equivalent  to  those  in  much  larger  towns.  We  have 
a  nearly  uniform  course  of  study  and  text  book  adjustment  for  the 
entire  district.  We  find  that  this  uniformity  tends  toward  greater 
efficiency  and  systematizes  the  work  of  the  teachers. 

We  have  but  little  to  recommend  other  than  that  the  present 
policy  of  development  be  maintained.  The  school  buildings  should 
be  improved  as  financial  conditions  will  allow. 

We  have  received  the  cooperation  of  the  school  board  and 
teachers  in  the  work.  We  believe  that  there  is  a  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion among  the  parents  and  teachers  in  the  effort  to  make  the 
schools  fit  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  We  hope  for  your  continued 
support  in  securing  good  schools  in  Leyden.

Dear  sir: — 

I  made  my  first  visit  with  Miss  Smith  to  the  schools  of  Leyden 
on  September  26,  1923,  and  made  fifty-one  (51)  physical  examin- 
ations. I  made  another  visit  with  Miss  Smith  on  October  10,  1923 
and  made  fourteen  (14)  physical  examinations;  this  making  a  total 
of  sixty-five   (65)  physical  examinations. 

Two  visits  at  each  school;  ten  visits. 
Thirty-four  (34)  pupils  have  carious  teeth. 
Five  (5)  pupils  have  enlarged  tonsils. 
Five  (5)  pupils  have  enlarged  cervical  glands. 
Five  (5)  pupils  referred  to  chest  clinic. 

All  pupils  were  vaccinated  successfully,  with  the  exception  of 
Edward  Parmenter. 

Would  suggest  that  you  have  Harry  Carey  examined  ment- 
ally.

TOWN  OF  LEYDEN 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  E.  J.  Best,  Supt  of  Schools, 

Leyden,  Mass. 

My  dear  Mr.  Best: — 

The  ideal  of  school  nursing  is  the  promotion  of  health  for 
every  school  child.  The  children  who  practice  daily  health  habits ; 
who  weigh  what  they  should  for  their  ages  and  heights;  who  are 
protected  from  small-pox  and  other  communicable  diseases ;  who 
have  remedial  defects  corrected  and  those  whose  buildings  are 
kept  in  good  sanitary  conditions,  have  the  greatest  opportunity  of 
possessing  good  health. 

Eleven  days  of  school  nursing  service  have  been  given. 

The  Modern  Health  Crusade,  a  method  of  teaching  health  by 
the  daily  performance  of  health  habits,  was  introduced  into  each 
school.  The  West  Leyden  school  won  the  Modern  Health  Crusade 
Banner  last  spring  because  every  pupil  did  at  least  54  health  chores 
each  week  for  fifteen  weeks.  The  children  are  enrolled  as  Crusa- 
ders this  school  year  and  are  now  working  for  their  honors. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  School  Committee,  School  Physician  and  Nurse, 
the  vaccination  law  of  the  State  is  being  enforced.  This  is  a  very 
important  factor  in  the  promotion  of  health. 

The  children  were  weighed  at  least  three  times  during  the  school 
year.  Seventeen  children  who  were  either  markedly  underweight, 
had  enlarged  glands  or  were  tuberculosis  contacts  have  been  ex- 
amined at  the  chest  examination  clinics  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Franklin  County  Public  Health  Association.  The  recommenda- 
tions of  the  examiners  have  been  carried  out. 

A  First  Aid  Kit  has  been  placed  in  each  school. 

I  greatly  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  the 
parents,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  school  committee  and 
the  board  of  health,  without  which  no  effective  work  could  have 
been  done.

You  will  note  the  large  number  of  pupils  in  High 
School.  This  accounts  for  the  large  transportation  and 
tuition  bills.  Nearly  all  of  this,  however,  is  returned  by 
the  state.  The  shools  are  small,  but  it  seems  difficult  to 
consolidate  them.  We  are  trying  to  merge  the  Meadow 
School  with  that  at  the  Center  as  an  experiment.  The 
cost  of  transportation  will  equal  the  net  cost  of  maintain- 
ing the  school  without  doubt. 

We  hope  to  retain  good  teachers  and  secure  efficient 
teachers  to  take  the  places  of  those  who  leave. 

We  are  making  a  few  changes  in  text  books  to  meet* 
the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  the  natural  development  of 
the  schools  along  modern  lines.  Our  course  of  study  is 
well  developed  and  uniform  throughout  the  district.  The 
teachers  are  quite  generally  doing  efficient  work.  Much 
of  the  teaching  is  excellent.  We  have  the  support  of  the 
school  board  and  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers. 

We  are  following  the  policy  of  using  the  balance  at 
the  close  of  the  school  year  in  improving  our  buildings. 
The  Center  building  and  the  West  school  have  very  good 
buildings  at  present.  A  coat  of  paint  would  help  their 
appearance.  We  have  the  South  school  and  the  East  in 
our  program.  This  method  of  improvement  is  accomplish- 
ed by  economy  in  the  use  of  funds  and  the  generous  state 
aid  received. 

We  hope  for  your  continued  support  in  securing 
good  schools  for  the  pupils  of  Leyden.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE  FOR  1924 

Mr.  E.  J.  Best,  Supt.  of  Schools, 

Bernardston,  Mass. 
My  dear  Mr.  Best: 

In  what  way  can  I  be  most  helpful  in  keeping  the 
school  children  of  Leyden  well  and  strong,  is  the  question 
which  I  must  answer  on  each  visit  I  make  to  your  schools. 
To  be  effective,  school  health  work  must  protect  the 
health  of  the  children  through  corrections  of  defects,  con- 
trol of  communicable  disease,  proper  sanitary  conditions, 
and  most  important  of  all,  through  teaching  each  child 
what  to  do,  to  keep  himself  well  and  inspiring  in  him  a 
desire  to  be  strong. 

The  Modern  Health  Crusade  in  which  the  children 
work  for  honors,  inspires  a  desire  for  health,  while  teach- 
ing the  "fundamentals  of  healthy  living."  The  Crusade 
was  used  in  all  of  the  schools  during  the  year. 

A  careful  check  on  the  health  of  the  children  is  kept 
through  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  children, 
which  is  done  as  often  as  the  limited  amount  of  time  will 
allow.  Home  visits  were  made  to  acquaint  the  parents 
with  any  conditions  which  demanded  attention.  Where 
it  seemed  necessary,  children  were  taken  to  doctors,  den- 
tists, or  oculists  for  the  necessary  treatment. 

It  is  now  possible  to  absolutely  protect  children  who 
are  susceptible  to  diphtheria  through  the  use  of  the  Toxin- 
Antitoxin  treatment.  By  the  use  of  a  simple  and  harmless 
test  called  the  Schick  Test  it  is  possible  to  find  the  chil- 
dren who  will  have  diphtheria  if  brought  into  contact 
with  it.  The  next  step  in  the  protection  of  the  school 
children  of  Leyden  should  be  the  Schick  Test  and  Toxin- 
Antitoxin  treatment.
